2 INDEPENDENT CLAIM 1 

The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 
Document D1 discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this document): 
An apparatus for projecting a light beam onto a target (p.1 , 1. 1-11). The apparatus 
comprises light generating means connected to controlling means (fig. 3 (42), (44), 
(46) and (48)) for controlling the power of the light beam (p. 15, 1. 5-14). The light 
generating means generate coherent light in the visible and invisible light spectrum 
(p.1 , 1. 1-11 and p. 8, 1. 27-28). The apparatus comprises means for calculating and 
reducing the light power (fig. 3 (48)) which is activated if the power content of the light 
beam increases over a defined value (p. 1 0, 1.1 -1 1 ). 

3 DEPENDENT CLAIMS 2-9, 11-16 

Dependent claims 2-9, 1 1-16 do not contain any features which, in combination with 
the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in 
respect of novelty and/or inventive step (Article 33(2) and (3) PCT). 

4 Since the subject-matter of independent claim 1 0 corresponds to the subject matter 
of claim 1 , the same reasoning as given for claim 1 will apply mutatis mutandis. 

Therefore claim 1 0 also does not meet the requirements of the PCT in respect of 
novelty and/or inventive step (Article 33(2) and (3) PCT). 
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
